THE   FOUNDATIONS  OF 
HAPPINESS 

By  PRESIDENT  GEORGE  ALBERT  SMITH 
of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 

Address  delivered  at  the  Thursday  rnurniny  sessioyi  of  the 
114th  ayinual  general  conference,  April  6,   1944,  in  the  Tabernacle. 


I  AM  just  trying  to  collect  my  thoughts, 
after  listenhig  to  that  remarkable  re- 
port of  the  financial  condition  of  the  church. 
I  am  somewhat  amused,  too,  because  only 
a  few  days  ago  one  of  our  citizens  here  in 
Salt  Lake  City  told  a  friend  of  his  in  con- 
fidence that  the  church  was  tremendously  in 
debt. 

I  am  grateful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  this 
morning  for  the  privilege  of  being  here  in 
this  opening  session  of  our  general  confer- 
ence. I  have  been  inspired  by  the  oppor- 
tunity I  have  had  of  shaking  hands  with 
many  of  my  brethren.  It  is  always  a  joy 
to  me  to  see  you  come  here,  from  all  parts 
of  the  church,  to  wait  upon  the  Lord,  and 
to  participate  in  the  activities  of  the  con- 
ferences that  are  held  from  time  to  time. 

As  I  look  into  your  faces  to-day,  I  realize 
that  here  is  a  very  fine  cross-section  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  and  I  don't  know  where  anybody 
could  go  in  the  world  to  witness  a  finer 
group  of  men  in  worship  than  we  have  here 
to-day. 

I  am  grateful  that  President  Grant  was 
able  to  be  with  us.  It  is  a  marvel  to  me 
how  his  life  has  been  preserved.  Three 
times,  to  my  knowledge,  his  life  has  been 
despaired  of  by  those  who  are  close  to  him, 
and  he  has  been  healed  by  the  power  of  the 
Lord.  To-day  is  an  evidence  of  what  can 
come  to  an  individual  who  lives  a  righteous 
life.  He  has  always  been  active  and  a 
hard  worker,  and  yet  to-day,  at  eighty-seven 
years  of  age,  he  comes  to  us  to  enjoy  part 
of  conference,  though  his  limited  strength 
requires  that  he  return  to  his  home  and  rest 
before  he  can  come  back  again. 

I  trust  that  I  may  iiave  the  benefit  of 
your  faith  and  prayers,  that  I  may  be  led 
to  say  something  that  will  be  helpful,  some- 
things that  may  cause  us  to  feel  that  it  is  a 


privilege  to  be  identified  with  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  When 
we  realize  the  situation  that  people  of  the 
world  are  confronting  everywhere,  when  we 
pause  long  enough  to  consider  that  the 
world  is  in  a  critical  condition,  that  the 
destruction  of  life  and  property  goes  on  and 
increases  as  the  days  go  by,  we  may  be 
grateful  that  we  have  benefited  by  those 
who  were  our  forebears,  who  heard  the  cry 
to  "  Come  out  of  her,  O,  my  people,  that 
ye  partake  not  of  her  sins,  and  that  ye 
receive  not  of  her  plagues." 

When  I  realize  that  our  people  were 
gathered  from  a  prosperous,  fine  section  of 
the  world,  in  most  cases,  and  were  trans- 
planted by  the  power  of  God,  and  no  other 
power,  to  live  in  these  mountain  vales  at  a 
time  when  they  were  considered  unfit  for 
the  habitation  of  civilized  man,  and  then  see 
what  the  Lord  has  done  for  us,  I  marvel. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  travel  in 
many  parts  of  the  world;  it  has  been  a 
great  joy  to  me  to  mingle  with  men  and 
women  in  many  nations,  fine,  wonderful 
characters,  all  sons  and  daughters  of  our 
Heavenly  Father,  but  when  I  come  back  to 
the  valleys  of  the  mountains,  and  partake 
of  the  influences  that  I  find  here,  my  heart 
swells  with  gratitude  that  my  membership 
is  in  this  church  that  bears  the  name  of  the 
Redeemer  of  mankind,  so  named  by  him. 

It  would  seem,  as  you  look  over  the  con- 
ditions in  the  world,  that  men  generally 
have  lost  all  understanding  of  the  purpose 
of  life.  A  great  majority  of  the  people  of 
the  world  do  not  know  why  we  are  here ; 
but  the  Lord  in  the  beginning,  starting  with 
our  first  parents  who  were  placed  upon  the 
earth,  began  teaching  his  children  the  pur- 
poses of  life,  and  gave  to  them  rules  of  con- 
duct, which,  if  observed,  would  have  en-

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WHAT  OF  TO-MORROW?

AS  we  sat  watching  a  group  of  joyous 
youngsters  come  trooping  into  Sun- 
day School  a  friend  turned  to  me  and  said, 
"  I  dread  to  think  of  the  things  those 
children  must  face  in  this  tortured  world." 

Contrast  this  feeling  with  the  attitude  of 
the  aged  Voltaire  as  he  came  into  Pai'is  m 
1788  just  before  the  revolution.  He  saw 
the  coming  storm  for  he  had  helped  to  brew 
it  and  yet  he  said,  "  The  young  are 
fortunate  for  they  will  see  great  things.  For 
us  older  ones,  parents  and  teachers,  it  only 
remains  to  make  straight  their  way." 

One  hearing  that  statement  might  have 
lived  through  the  terrors  of  the  revolution. 
He  might  have  seen  the  birth  and  death  of 
the  first  Republic,  the  rise  and  fall  of  the 
Little  Corporal,  the  devastation  and  the 
reconstruction  of  Europe.  He  would  have 
seen  men  live  and  die,  love  and  hate, 
achieve  and  fail.  He  may  have  experienced 
great  joy  and  deep  sorrow,  but  who  shall 
say  that  he  had  not  seen  great  things  ! 

How  dimly  do  we  see,  even  the  wisest  of 
us,  into  the  future.  A  few  quotations 
assembled  by  President  Marsh  of  Boston 
University  and  clipped  from  the  daily 
paper  will  serve  to  illustrate  : 

Wilberforce,  1801 — "  I  dare  not  marry — 
the  future  is  so  unsettled." 


Pitt,  1806 — ■'  There  is  scarcely  anything 
around  us  but  ruin  and  despair." 

Lord  Shaftsbury,  1848 — "  Nothing  can 
save  the  British  Empire  from  shipwreck." 

Disraeli,  1849 — "  In  industry,  commerce 
and  agriculture  there  is  no  hope." 

Wellington,  1852—"  I  thank  God  I  shall 
be  spared  from  seeing  the  consummation 
of  the  riiin  that  is  gathering  about  us." 

Our  own  generation  is  not  without  its 
prophets  of  gloom  and  much  scripture  is 
quoted  and  misquoted  to  prove  the  point. 
Regardless  of  what  the  future  may  hold, 
this  is  the  day  in  which  we  have  been  called 
to  live  upon  the  earth.  This  is  our  day 
ond  who  among  us  would  exchange  it  for 
any  day  that  is  past?  Life  cannot  be 
dodged,  neither  can  it  be  lived  in  the  past 
nor  the  future.  The  youth  of  this  genera- 
tion must  go  out  to  meet  life  filled  with 
great  faith  and  high  courage,  knowing  that 
the  Lord  has  appointed  unto  them  this  day. 
And  who  dares  say  that  they,  too.  will  not 
see  great  things? 

"  Be  strong  and  of  a  good  courage;  be 
not  afraid,  neither  be  thou  dismayed :  for 
the  Lord  thy  God  is  with  thee  whitherso- 
ever thou  goest."  (Joshua,  Chap  1,  verse  9.)

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THE  JOY  OF  REPENTANCE 

He  that  repunts  not,  from  liim  shall  be  taken  even  the  light  which  he  has  received, 
for   iny   spirit  shall  not  always  strive  with  man."    D.  and  C.  1:38. 


THE  second  principle  of  the  Gospel  is 
repentance.  What  is  repentance'.' 
Elder  B.  H.  Roberts'  definition  states 
"  Eepentance  is  a  deep  and  heartfelt  sor- 
row for  sin,  producing  a  reformation  of 
life."  It  means  a  confession  that  we  have 
strayed  on  to  the  wrong  road — and  a  deter- 
mined turning  away  from  the  paths  of  sin 
— towards  the  straight  road  which  leads  to 
life  eternal. 

Eepentance  is  always  the  result  of  faith. 
If  we  feel  truly  repentant,  we  will  know 
that  we  have  faith.  As  soon  as  we  under- 
stand the  nature,  character  and  purposes  of 
God — as  soon  as  we  see  the  value  of  his 
laws,  as  soon  as  genuine  faith  in  God  and 
the  mission  of  Jesus  Christ  takes  hold  of  us, 
we  begin  to  see  our  sins  and  to  despise 
them. 

On  the  day  of  Pentecost  after  the 
ascension  of  Christ,  when  the  apostles 
were  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  we  are 
told :  ' '  When  Peter  arose  and  reasoned 
with  the  multitudes  from  the  scriptures, 
proving  from  the  law  and  the  prophets  thai 
Jesus,  whom  the  Jews  had  slain,  was  both 
Lord  and  Christ,  his  words  and  testimony 
were  accompanied  by  so  much  of  the  power 
of  God  that  conviction  took  hold  of  the 
people,  and,  as  with  one  voice,  they  cried, 
"  Men  and  brethren  what  shall  be  do?  " 
In  this  instance  then,  the  first  fruits  of  that 
faith  which  had  been  created  in  the  minds 
of  this  people,  was  a  desire  to  know  what 
they  were  to  do;  and  the  first  words  that 
the  inspired  apostle  said  in  reply  were, 
"Eepent — every  one  of  you  !"  Acts  2:37-38. 

A  genuine  sorrow  for  sin  has  definite  in- 
gredients in  it.  These  seem  to  be:  A 
personal  and  sincere  conviction  of  our  guilt, 
a  heartfelt  desire  to  gain  forgiveness;  and 
resolute  determination  to  forsake  evil  and 
obey  righteousness. 

Everyone  must  repent.  'Eepentance  is 
not  just  for  the  most  serious  offences,  it  is 
for  all  sin.     Even  the  most  righteous  of  this 


earth — those  who  try  with  their  whole  souls 
to  live  s])lendid  lives — are  human  and  err. 
We  all  leave  undone  many  things  which  we 
should  do  and  do  many  things  we  should 
leave  undone.  Sin  and  death  are  part  of 
Satan's  scheme  to  subdue  the  spirits  of 
mankind,  and  Christ's  mission  is  to  redeem 
us  through  His  laws  and  ordinances.  "We 
all  partake  of  sin  and  death  and  must  all 
abide  by  the  laws  of  redemption  and  salva- 
tion. 

If  we  say  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive 
ourselves  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us. 
I  John  1:8. 

In  what  ways  do  we  all  sin?  Do  we 
violate  any  laws  of  health?  Do  we  use 
our  time  in  unprofitable  ways?  Are  our 
recreations  always  uplifting. 

We  learn  in  the  Pearl  of  Great  Price  that 
God  taugth  Adam  the  Gospel,  including 
repentance,  as  we  have  it  to-day  and  in  His 
wisdom  prolonged  the  probationary  days  of 
Adam  on  this  earth  that  he  and  his  posterity 
might  have  time  for  repentance.  This  is 
further  verified  in  the  Doctrine  and  Cove- 
nants :  "  But  behold,  I  say  unto  you  that 
I,  the  Lord  God,  gave  unto  Adam  and  unto 
his  seed  that  they  should  not  die  as  to  the 
temporal  death,  until  I,  the  Lord  God, 
should  send  forth  angels  to  declare  unto 
them  repentance  and  redemption  through 
faith  on  the  name  of  mine  only  Begotten 
Son."     Sec    29:42. 

We  know  too  that  Christ's  mission  was 
preceded  by  the  preaching  of  John  the 
Baptist  who  cried,  "  Eepent  ye,  for  the 
Kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand." 

All  scripture  testifies  to  the  necessity  of 
repentance.  Good  sense  also  assures  us  of 
its  need.  Eepentance  is  indispensable  for 
gaining   salvation.  Without  repentance, 

man  does  not  want  forgiveness  or  under- 
stand salvation.  It  would  be  the  pro- 
verbial "  casting  of  pearls  before  swine  " — 
its  value  and  worth  unappreciated  and 
"  trampled  in  the  mire." 
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God  forgives  the  truly  penitent.  We  are 
assured  that  if  we  confess  and  acknowledge 
our  sins  and  errors  before  God,  and  there- 
after, try  earnestly  to  do  right' — that  He  will 
forgive  us.  He  seeks  only  what  is  best  for 
us  and  is  generous  in  approbation  and 
approval. 

"  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  1,  the  Lord,  for- 
give sins  unto  those  who  confess  their  5in.5 
before  me  and  ask  forgiveness."  T>.  and  C. 
64:7. 

God  requires  us  to  be  forgiving.  It  is 
only  fair  and  reasonable,  if  we  expect  God 
to  forgive  us,  that  we  shall  be  wilhng  to 
forgive  all  who  sin  against  us.  In  Luke 
17:3,  4  we  read  "  If  thy  brother  trespass 
against  thee,  rebuke  him;  and  if  he  repent, 
forgive  him.  And  if  he  trespass  against 
thee  seven  times  in  a  day,  and  seven  times 
in  a  day  turn  again  to  thee  saying,  I  repent : 
thou  shaft  forgive  him." 

There  seem  to  be  no  limits  placed  on  our 
forgiveness — we  inust  forgive  everyone — 
over  and  over  again,  if  necessary.  Yet  we 
are  definitely  assured  that  God  is  infinitely 
more  forgiving  than  he  requires  us  to  be  — 
that  he  will  forgive  over  and  over  to  an 
almost  unlimited  extent.  Any  restrictions 
on  God's  forgiveness  is  placed  by  ourselves. 
Eefusal  to  accept  His  plan  would  push  us 
beyond  its  reach.  Few  are  out  of  reach  with 
God's  forgiveness.  We  should  go  forward 
with  hope,  confidence,  and  courage. 

Our  repentance  must  be  true  repentance. 
A  repentance  that  is  effective  in  achieving 
salvation  must  be  a  true  repentance  pre- 
ceded by  a  whole  souled  admission  cf 
guilt.       it  must  be  a  "  Godly  sorrow." 

God  is  pleased  with  the  sinner  who  truly 
repents.  However,  he  is  better  pleased 
with  the  individual  who  has  tried  every  day 
to  grow  up  righteously.  With  such  a  one, 
repentance  is  kept  in  its  simplest,  easiest, 
and  purest  form — the  casting  aside  of  small 
imperfections,  and  the  taking  on  of  new  and 
greater. powers.  The  sinner — even  though 
sincerely  repentant — is  always  handicapped 
Mith  wasted  hours  and  energies  and  can 
never  hope  to  catch  up  with  the  more 
determined  and  stalwart  soul. 

The  message  of  repentance  is  one  of  joy 
and  hope.  God  will  give  us  opportunity 
and  time  to  rid  ourselves  of  sin  and  error, 
if  we  have  faith  to  turn  resolutely  from  our 


niistakeis  to  a  more  perfect  life. 

From    D.    and    C.    Sec.    20:9    we    read 

In  this  dispensation  the  word  of  God 
has  come  to  us  through  revelation  to  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith:  "  And  we  know 
that  all  men  must  repent  and  believe  on 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  worship  the 
Father  in  His  name,  and  endure  in  Faith 
on  His  name  to  the  end,  or  they  cannot 
be  saved  in  the  kingdom  of  God."  This 
is  the  end  for  which  we  are  all  striving, 
and  I  pray  that  it  may  come  speedily. 

From  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  Sec- 
tion 18,  verses  10  to  16,  we  read  "  Remem- 
ber the  worth  of  souls  is  great  in  the  sight 
of  God;  for,  behold,  the  Lord  your 
Redeemer  suffered  death  in  the  flesh; 
wherefore  he  suffered  the  pain  of  all  men, 
that  all  men  might  repent  and  come  to 
Him. 

"  He  hath  risen  again  from  the  dead, 
that  he  might  bring  all  men  unto  him,  on 
conditions  of  repentance.  How  great  is 

his  joy  in  the  soul  that  repenteth.  Where- 
fore you  are  called  to  cry  repentance  unto 
this  people. 

"  And  if  it  so  be  that  you  should  labour 
all  your  days  in  crying  repentance  unto  this 
people,  and  bring  save  it  be  but  one  soul 
unto  me,  how  great  shall  be  your  joy  in  the 
kingdom  of  my  Father  ! 

"  And  now  if  your  joy  will  be  great  with 
one  soul  that  you  have  brought  unto  me 
into  the  kingdom  of  my  Father,  how  great 
will  be  your  joy  if  you  should  bring  many 

souls  unto  me."

Read  the  Book  of  Mormon. 
"  And  when  ye  shall  receive  these  things 
(meaning  the  Book  of  Mormon)  I  exhort 
you  that  ye  ask  God,  the  Eternal  Father,

riched  their  lives,  Ijrouglit  liapi)iness  in 
mortality,  and  enjoyment  of  eternal  life  in 
the  eelestial  kingdom. 

When  the  Lord  began  the  ])eoi)ling  of  this 
earth — and  he  prepared  it  for  the  people  who 
live  upon  it — he  i)rovided  everything  that  i.s 
necessary  to  make  us  happy.  You  can- 

not think  of  anything  that  we  need  that  is 
not  provided.  As  the  years,  the  centuries, 
have  passed,  there  ha\e  been  uncovered  new 
opportunities  for  development,  refinement, 
culture,  and  happiness  in  almost  every  pan 
of  the  world. 

When  the  childi'en  of  Israel  were  coming 
out  of  bondage,  where  they  had  been  taken 
in  order  that  a  great  and  wonderful  work 
might  be  performed,  they  came  out  to  the 
Promised  Land,  and  on  the  way  the  Lord 
talked,  face  to  face,  to  Moses,  who  was  their 
leader,  and  gave  to  him  a  marvellous  rule 
of  conduct,  the  Ten  Commandments. 

I  would  like  to  read  just  a  part  of  those 
commandments,  at  least,  and  call  attention 
to  the  fact,  that  from  the  beginning  of  time, 
so  far  as  this  earth  was  concerned,  when 
it  was  populated,  our  Heavenly  Father  has 
been  advising  his  childi-en  what  to  do,  in 
order  that  they  might  be  happy.  He  has 
never  counselled  them  to  do  anything  that 
would  make  them  unhappy.  He  has 
offered  a  premium  of  eternal  happiness  to 
those  who  will  live  in  mortality  according  to 
his  advice  and  counsel. 

When  the  children  of  Israel  Avere  in  the 
wilderness,  they  disobeyed  the  command- 
ments of  the  Lord.  It  was  not  very  long 
until  they  were  doing  things  that  displeased 
him.  Notwithstanding,  they  were  led  all 
day  by  a  pillar  of  cloud  and  at  night  their 
whereabouts  was  indicated  by  a  pillar  of  fire. 
A  cloud  by  day,  and  a  pillar  of  fire  by  night  ! 
And  they  were  fed  manna,  or  "  angel  food," 
through  the  wilderness. 

W'hile  they  were  there,  in  order  that  there 
could  be  no  mistake  on  their  part  as  to 
what  would  make  them  happy,  the  Lord 
gave  to  them  these  commandments.  T  want 
to  emphasize  that ;  T  want  to  say  that  the 
only  WAX  of  happiness  is  the  pathway  of 
righteousness.  There  is  no  other  way.  W^e 
refer  to  them  as  commandnTents,  though 
T  have  always  looked  upon  them  as  the 
lovino-   advice  of    a  kind    Heavenlv    Father 


who,    knowing    all    things,    has    ptanled    the 
way,   that  his  eliildrcii  might   be  happy. 
Now,  he  says  : 

Tliini  xhdll  mil  laLr  tlic  name  of  the 
Lord  lliij  Cod  in  viiin:  joy  ilic  Lord  will 
}iot  hold  him  guiltless  that  taketh  hin 
luinic  in   ruin. 

I  hope  the  iiiciiibciship  of  this  chureh 
realize  that  ])rofanity  in  the  sight  of  our 
Heavenly  Father  is  displeasing,  and  that 
thei-e  follows  a  loss  of  blessings  whenever 
we  fail  to  measure  up  in  the  way  that  he 
indicates  we  should. 
Again,   let  us  read  : 

Rcmcnihcr  the  .s<ihli(tlli  diuj,  to  h-rcji  it 
holtj.  Si.\  ddijs  slnilt  thou  lahoiir.  <in<l  do 
all  thij  ti-orl:  :  lUii  the  scvotth  is  the  sah- 
huth  of  the  Lord  thij  (lod  :  in  it  tJioii  shalt 
not  do  (iiiij  worl:,  thou,  nor  thij  son,  nor 
thij  daughter,  thij  inanserra>it ,  nor  thij 
iiiaidservant,  )ior  th  tj  eattle,  )ior  thy 
stranger  that  is  irithin  thij  gates:  For  in 
SIX  daijs  the  Lord  mode  lieaven  and  earth, 
the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and 
rested  the  seventh  daij:  trherefore  the 
Lord  blessed  the  sahhath  daij,  and  hal- 
loired  it. 

Now,  that  is  the  advice  of  your  Father 
and  mine.  That  is  the  advice  of  the  Father 
of  our  spirits,  given  to  our  forebears  thou- 
sands of  years  ago,  given  with  the  expecta- 
tion that  they  would  listen,  at  least  many 
of  them,  to  his  wise  counsel;  and  if  they  had 
observed  to  keep  that  commandment,  to 
honour  the  Sabbath  day  and  keep  it  holy  all 
thi'ough  the  ages,  there  would  be  an  entirely 
different  condition  in  the  world  to-day. 

Tliere  was  no  happiness  worthy  of  that 
name  which  resulted  from  violating  the  Sab- 
bath day,  in  the  time  of  Moses,  and  T  want 
to  say  to  you  there  is  no  happiness  for  us 
now,  when  we  violate  the  Sabbath  day. 
Honour    thij    father    and    thij    mother: 
that  tJnj  days  may  he  long  upon  the  land 
irhieh  the  Lord  thy  God  givcth  thee. 
"  Hono\n-  thy  father  and  thy  mother — " 
you   men   here,    most   of   you,   are   fathers, 
and  you  know  what  it  means  to  have  a  child 
respect   you  and  honour  you   in  your  place 
as  head  of  the  household.       Our  Heavenly 
Father  is  just  as  pleased  with  us  when  we 
honour  him. 

"  Thou   shalt   not  kill."        Think   of  the 
distress   that   is   in   the  world   to-dav  as    a 
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result  of  the  violation  of  that  advice  of  t)ur 
Heavenly  Father.  Millions  of  people  are 
being  involved,  and  many  millions  more  are 
made  to  suffer  as  the  result  of  the  destruc- 
tion of  human  life  in  violation  of  the  com- 
mandment,  "  Thou  shalt  not  kill." 

Thou  shalt  not  commit  adulter}."  On- 
of  the  greatest  distresses  in  all  the  world  to- 
day is  the  disease  that  afflicts  the  human 
family  as  a  result  of  immorality.  Thi-rc 
isn't  anything  that  will  destroy  a  man's  self- 
respect  like  abusing  himself  and  dehling  his 
body  by  becoming  immoral.  Our  Heavenly 
Father  did  not  place  us  in  a  position  where 
we  could  not  help  ourselves.  He  gave  us 
our  agency  in  all  these  things,  and  for  the 
observing  of  his  counsel,  he  gave  to  us  a 
promise,   and  that  promise  was  happiness. 

Thou  shalt  not  steal."  Just  think  of 
the  theft,  the  dishonesty,  that  is  in  the 
world  to-day — taking  that  which  belongs  to 
a  neighbour  without  his  permission.  We 
understand  that  in  the  United  States  alone 
there  are  organized  bands  of  marauders  and 
thieves  that  number  hundreds  of  thousands, 
feeling  that  they  can  do  just  as  they  please. 
The  remarkable  thing  is  that  the  man  who 
steals  never  receives  any  happiness  as  a 
result  of  his  theft.  He  loses  his  own  self- 
respect,  he  loses  the  respect  of  his  neigh- 
bours, and  brings  upon  himself  the  dis- 
pleasure of  our  Heavenly  Father,  who 
makes  it  possible  for  all  of  us  to  live  with- 
out stealing,  if  we  will. 

TJion     shalt     not     bear     false     irit)icxs 
against  thy  )ieig]}hoar. 

Think  of  the  sorrow  and  distress  in  the 
world,  as  a  result  of  men  and  women 
gossiping  about  their  neighbour,  testifying 
to  things,  or  referring  to  things  that  are 
not  true,  and  implying  that  they  are  true. 
But  they  never  get  any  happiness  out  of 
it.  You  never  saw  a  gossiper  in  your  life 
that  was  happy.  He  is  just  as  unhappy 
and  miserable  as  the  devil  all  the  timt — 
and  of  course  he  is  in  Satan's  company 
when  he  is  gossiping  about  his  neighboiu's. 
This  is  one  of  tlie  transgressions  that  the 
Lord  points  out  particularly,  and  we  ought 
to  be  very  careful.  If  we  state  anything, 
it  should  be  the  truth.  We  should  never 
testify  to  anything  that  is  imtrue.  And  if 
we  are  truthful  always,  our  Heavenly 
Father  has  assured  us  happiness. 


Thou  shalt   not   covet   thy   neighbour's 

house,    thou   shalt    not    covet   thy  ncigh- 

boui'.s  wife,  nor  his  ^yianscrvant,   nor  his 

maidservant,  nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor 

any  thing  that  is  thy  neighbour's. 

Some     people    are    never    satisfied    with 

what    they    themselves    possess,    but    they 

want      something     that      somebody      else 

possesses,    and   if   they  cannot  obtain  it  in 

any  other  way,   they  will  obtain  it  by  foul 

means.        But  it   does   not   result    in  liappi- 

ness.  , 

I  want  to  say  in  passing,  my  brethren, 
if  we  want  to  be  happy,  and  1  think  we 
all  want  to  be  happy,  we  nmst  conform 
our  lives  to  the  wise  counsels  of  our 
Heavenly  Father,  who  gave  these  Ten 
C'ouunandments  to  ancient  Israel,  and  they 
are  binding  upon  modern-day  Israel,  just 
the  same. 

Then  he  gave  us  another  commandment 
that  has  a  great  influence  upon  the  happi- 
ness of  our  lives.  I  should  like  to  refer 
just  briefly  to  this. 

The  world  is  not  responsible  to  the  Lord 
for  what  I  am  about  to  read  you,  but  we 
are,  because  he  gave  it  to  us  in  addition  to 
all  the  other  conmiandments  that  have 
been  given  us  in  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments— "  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as 
thyself,"  and  all  other  inspired  advice  in- 
tended to  make  men  happy — in  addition  to 
which  he  gave  us  in  our  day  another  law 
that  is  referred  to  as  the  Word  of  Wisdom. 
It  seems  a  simple  law,  but  I  have  ne\-er 
known  anybody  that  was  happy  as  a  result 
of  violating  it. 

The  Lord  says  that  we  should  not  use 
hot   or  strong   drinks  He    tells    us   that 

tobacco  is  not  good  for  us.  He  advises 
us  against  the  using  of  these  things,  and 
tells  us  that  we  should  use  grain  for  food 
and  even  tells  us  the  kind  of  grain  that  is 
best  for  us.  He  tells  us  that  there  are 
some  things  that  are  better  than  others. 
He  tells  us  to  use  meat  only  sparingly,  and 
he  gives  us  the  privilege  of  having  all 
wholesome  herbs  and  fruits  as  part  of  our 
diet  and  promises  us,  with  the  use  of  these 
things,  happiness. 

He  warns  us  against  the  use  of  strong 
drinks  and  tobacco.  Last  year,  this  state 
that  we  live  in,  violated  that  conmiand- 
ment     of     God     to     the     extent     of     over 
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$22,000,000.  Yet,  we,  many  of  us,  belong 
to  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints. 

1  want  to  say  that  not  one  penny  of  that 
$22,000,000  that  was  used  for  these  things 
that  our  Heavenly  Father  has  said  are  not 
good  for  us,  has  produced  any  happiness. 
On  the  contrary  it  has  produced  misery, 
and  sorrow,  and  the  unfortunate  part  of  it 
is  that  it  not  only  applies  to  us  in  mor- 
tality, but  also  it  will  mean  sorrow  in  many 
cases  throughout  the  ages  of  eternity. 

So,  my  brethren,  how  blessed  we  are  if 
we  are  living  under  the  influences  that  God 
intended  we  should  live  under.  If  we  keep 
his  commandments  we  are  making  progress, 
and  development  is  sure  to  follow.  But  if 
we  fail  to  take  his  advice,  if  we  refuse  to 
accept  his  counsel,  then  we  will  be  in  the 
same  condition  as  the  rest  of  the  world  who 
are  soon,  I  may  say,  to  be  "  ripe  for 
destruction,"  unless  they  repent;  and  un- 
less we  repent  of  the  wrongs  that  we  do, 
some  of  us  will  be  very  remorseful  when 
we  analyze  the  situation  and  examine  our- 
selves to  find  we  are  justifying  ourselves 
because  we  are  like  the  world. 

Now,  when  the  Saviour  was  upon  the 
earth  in  the  meridian  of  tinie,  he  taught 
his  disciples  what  they  should  do,  exhorted 
them  to  works  of  righteousness,  and  marked 
the  pathway  that  would  lead  them  into  his 
presence  in  the  celestial  kingdom— not  only 
did  he  advise  his  children  in  the  Old  World, 
but  he  came  over  into  this  western  hemi- 
sphere and  taught  the  people  the  same 
things  here.  Why?  Because  he  wanted 
them  to  utilize  their  time  upon  the  earth 
to  their  advantage  and  not  waste  it.  He 
came  down  from  heaven,  and  they  saw  him 
coming  out  of   heaven.  He   gave   them 

counsel  and  advice  that  is  contained  in  the 
Book  of  Mormon,  some  of  which  is  also  con- 
tained in  the  Old  and  New  Testaments. 

He  revealed  the  Word  of  Wisdom  in  our 
day  with  the  promise  of  health  and  happi- 
ness and  long  life  if  we  would  observe  it. 
Now,  brethren,  we  cannot  blame  our 
Heavenly  Father  if  we  are  not  happy. 
We  have  nobody  to  blame  but  ourselves. 

I  can  say  to  you  that  if  we  have  the  spirit 
of  the  Lord  burning  in  our  souls  we  cannot 
be  unhappy.  We  read  in  Job  that  there 
is  a  spirit  in  man,   and  the  inspiration  of 


the  Almighty  giveth  him  understanding. 
Jf  we  keep  the  commandments  of  God,  we 
are  entitled  to  that  inspiration,  and  if  we 
live  as  the  sons  of  God  ought  to  live,  we 
will  have  that  inspiration,  and  nobody  can 
prevent  it,  and  the  result  will  be  our  own 
physical  and  mental  and  moral  develop- 
ment in  mortality  and  continued  develop- 
ment throughout  the  ages  of  eternity. 

So  I  am  asking  to-day  that  we  examine 
ourselves.  Let  us  set  our  own  homes  in 
order.  Are  we  observing  the  teachings  of 
our  Heavenly  Father,  or  are  we  setting  our 
own  judgment  up,  and  saying,  "  We'll  do 
as  we  please  "?  The  world  may  do  that 
without  so  much  criticism,  it  seems  to  me; 
but  I  cannot  understand  how  we,  who  have 
received  so  many  blessings,  can  do  that. 
I  cannot  see  how  we  can  be  satisfied  with 
ourselves  if,  when  we  make  a  mistake,  we 
do  not  correct  it  just  as  soon  as  possible. 
I  am  sure  that  most  of  us  will  make  mis- 
takes, but  we  do  not  need  to  go  on  making 
mistakes.  I  remember  my  own  father 
saying  to  me  when  I  was  a  child:  "  My 
son,  you  will  go  out  into  the  world,  and 
every  once  in  a  while  you  will  stub  your  toe 
and  fall  down;  but  for  goodness'  sake,  do 
not  stub  your  toe  twice  in  the  same  place." 

I  have  thought  of  that  a  good  many 
times.  When  I  have  made  a  mistake  and 
found  I  have  made  it,  I  have  tried  to  avoid 
it  in  the  future.  Insofar  as  I  have  done 
that,  I  have  had  happiness.  T  may  say 
to  you  all  the  unhappiness  I  have  known 
in  the  world  has  been  the  result  of  a  failure 
to  measure  up  in  taking  advice  from  our 
Heavenly  Father  and  living  it — all  of  it. 
It  may  not  have  been  my  own  trans- 
gression ;  it  may  have  been  the  trans- 
gression of  some  others  that  I  love,  but  un- 
happiness has  always  followed  violating  the 
advice  of  our  Heavenly  Father. 

You  brethren  hold  the  priesthood.  That 
is  why  you  are  here.  You  are  here  because 
you  have  received  a  special  gift  from  our 
Heavenly  Father.  You  are  here  because 
the  hands  of  the  servants  of  God  have  been 
laid  upon  your  heads  and  you  have  been 
given  a  divine  calling  and  an  opportunity, 
and  in  addition  to  that  you  have  been  given' 
all  the  advice  that  anybody  has  had  in  all 
the  world  to  make  us  happy.  Our 
Heavenly  Father  loves  us,  and  he  loves  our 
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lives  when  they  conform  to  his  teachings. 

To-day  in  the  midst  of  the  confusion 
that  exists  in  the  world,  let  us  not  follow 
the  adversary  who  would  lead  us  into  by- 
paths. Kather  let  us  plant  our  feet  upon 
the  highway  that  leads  to  happiness  and 
the  celestial  kingdom,  not  just  occasionally, 
but  every  day,  and  every  hour,  because  it' 
we  will  stay  on  the  Lord's  side  of  the  line, 
if  we  will  remain  under  the  influence  of  our 
Heavenly  Father,  the  adversary  cannot 
even  tempt  us.  But   if  we  go   into  the 

devil's  territory  where  drinking,  smoking, 
carousing,  immorality,  lying  and  stealing 
predominate,  we  will  be  unhappy  and  that 
unhappiness  will  increase  as  the  years  go 
by,  unless  we  repent  of  our  sins  and  turn 
to  the  Lord. 

I  have  travelled  in  the  world  approxi- 
mately a  million  miles,  in  my  ministry.  I 
have  been  in  many  lands  and  climbs,  and 
I  have  met  many  people.  I  have  never 
known  anybody  who  had  real  happiness  in 
his  life  except  on  the  score  that  he  was 
keeping  the  commandments  of  God  as  far 
as  he  was  able. 

Now,  we  want  to  be  happy.  We  want 
our  homes  to  be  happy.  If  we  do,  let 
them  be  the  abiding  place  of  prayer, 
thanksgiving,  and  gratitude.  Ask  a  bless- 
ing upon  the  food  when  we  partake  of  it. 
Fathers,  be  kind  to  wives  and  children,  and 
children    be    kind    to    mother    and    father. 

Love  one  another."  Honour  thy  father 
and  thy  mother." 

I  feel  very  grateful  that  the  Lord  has 
made  me  capable  of  understanding  some  of 
these  things.  I  am  grateful  that  the  in- 
spiration of  the  Almighty  has  taken 
possession  of  me  sufficiently  that  I  have 
understanding  in  regard  to  these  things, 
and  he  has  given  you  the  same  opportunity, 
and  you  have  enjoyed   it. 

To-day  in  this  conference  and  the  meet- 
ings that  follow,  we  are  here  to  wait  upon 
the  Lord.  All  the  advice  recorded  in  the 
scriptures  we  have  access  to ;  and  then  he 
calls  us  together,  and  advises  us,  under  the 
influence  of  his  spirit,  to  do  the  thing  that 
is  right.  When  we  do  what  he  wants  us 
to  do,  we  will  never  injure  any  living  soul. 
We  will  always  be  helpful  to  them,  and  we 


will  enrich  their  lives  as  well  as  our  own. 

I  know  that  God  lives;  1  know  that  Jesus 
IS  the  Christ ;  I  know  that  Joseph  Smith  is 
a  prophet  of  the  living  God,  and  I  am 
thankful  to  have  lived  in  a  day  of  the 
world  when  these  things  were  made  known 
unto  the  children  of  men.  I  am  thankful 
to  my  forebears  that  they  accepted  the 
gospel  and  made  it  possible  for  me  to  par- 
take of  its  blessings  if  I  will. 

That  the  Lord  may  add  his  blessing, 
that  we  may  continue  faithful,  that  we 
may  love  one  another,  remembering  those 
who  have  been  our  associates  before,  who 
have  been  faithful  and  have  passed  on  I 
humbly  pray.  As  I  stand  here  I  think  of 
the  men  who  have  preached  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  from  this  pupit,  who  have  long 
since  passed  to  their  reward,  and  realize 
that  in  the  not  far  distant  future  every  one 
of  us  who  are  here  will  face  our  record, 
whatever  it  may  be.  With  that  feeling 
and  that  assurance,  let  us  set  our  own 
homes  in  order  and  our  lives,  and  be  rich 
in  the  companionship  of  the  spirit  of  God, 
for  the  only  pathway  of  happiness  is  the 
pathway  of  righteousness  that  will  eventu- 
ally terminate  in  the  celestial  kingdom,  in 
the  presence  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  with 
the  good  men  and  women  who  have  lived 
upon  the  earth  from  the  beginning.  I  bear 
you  that  witness,  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.       Amen.

ELDER  CHARLES  A.  CALLIS  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 

A  CELEBRATED  writer,  William  F.  Kirk,   a  few  days  before  he  died,   wrote  the 
following  poem,   couched  in  the  terms  of  the  baseball  diamond:  — 

"  The  doctor  knows  what  his  trained  eyes  see 
And  he  says  its  the  last  of  the  ninth  for  me. 
So  one  more  swing  while  the  clouds  loom  dark 
And  then  I  must  leave  this  noisy  pai'k. 

"  'Twas  a  glorious  game  from  the  opening  bell — 
Good  plays,  bad  plays,  thrills  pell  mell, 
The  speed  of  it  burned  my  tears  away, 
But  I  thank  God  that  he  let  me  play." 

Life  is  a  glorious  game,  if  one  may  call  it  a  game.  St.  Paul  likens  it  unto  a  race. 
To  run  the  race  successfully  we  must  take  home  to  ourselves  the  lesson  of  the  Sermon 
on  the  Mount.  We  must  set  an  example  of  self-restraint.  In  this  spirit  we  should 
run  our  course. 

"  Life  is  real,  life  is  earnest."  In  the  Book  of  Mormon  we  are  told  that  the  pur- 
pose of  this  earth-life  is  that  men  might  have  joy.  "  Adam  fell  that  men  might  be 
and  men  are  that  they  might  have  joy  "  And  real  joy  does  not  mean  the  vanishing 
and  unsatisfying  pleasures  of  the  world. 

Men  should  be  made  of  sterner  stuff  than  mere  seekers  of  pleasure.  Heavenly 
joy  is  born  of  struggle  against  self.  It  ccmes  from  battling  adversity  with  faith  and 
courage.       "  Sweet  are  the  uses  of  adversity." 

The  joy  that  endures  comes  from  overcoming  evil  with  good,  the  breaking  of  the 
shackles  of  sin  by  doing  righteous  deeds.  This  world,  it  is  said,  is  God's  workshop  for 
making  men.  Deity  uses  sorrow,  self-denial,  adversity,  to  fashion  His  children  like 
unto  His  glorious  image.  "  When  I  was  afflicted,"  said  the  Psalmist,  "  I  learned 
thy  statutes." 

A  fulness  of  joy  is  to  be  crowned  with  a  glorious  resurrected  body,  immortality 
and  eternal  life.       This  is  the  supreme  joy  that  will  endure  eternally.  It  is  the 

priceless  gift  of  the  Lord  of  resurrection  and  of  life.  This  is  the  Christian's  ideal,  for 
which  men  have  prayed  and  woinen  have  wept.  It  is  the  great  victory  wrought  for 
us  through  the  atoning  blood  and  the  resurrection  from  the  dead  of  the  Prince  of  Life 
to  whom  honour  and  glory  and  power  be  forever  and  ever.  The  open  door  of  heaven 
is  set  before  us  and  no  man  can  shut  it  in  our  faces  except  ourselves.
